EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1 .3 12.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Stephen Curran (Reg. No. 50,664) on 12/1 1/2008. 

The claims have been amended as follows: 

20. The system of claim 19, wherein the read-to-own transaction also includes an 
additional address packet sent on the additional address network and at least one message 
sent on the inter-node network. 

22. The system of claim 20, wherein the additional interface is configured to 
broadcast an invalidating address packet on the additional address network in response to 
receiving a message indicating the read-to-own transaction from the interface via the 
inter-node network. 

24. The system of claim 20, wherein the processing subsystem is configured to 
initiate the read-to-own transaction by sending a read-to-own packet on the address 
network. 

25. The system of claim 24, wherein no memory subsystem included in the node 
maps the coherency unit; 

wherein in response to a read-to-own packet on the address network, the interface 
is configured to send a read-to-own message to the additional interface in the additional 
node. 
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Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 19,20,22-27, and 35-42 (renumbered 1-16) are allowable over the prior art 

of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claim Claims 19 and 35, the prior art does not specifically teach or 
suggest, either alone or in combination, all of the limitations of the present independent 
claims. Specifically, the prior art of record does not explicitly teach the combination of 
(1) transitioning an access write to a coherency unit in response to receiving a data packet 
of request data while transitioning an ownership responsibility for the coherency unit in 
response to receiving an address packet that corresponds to the data packet on the address 
network, where the address and data packets are both part of the same read-to-own 
transaction initiated by the processing subsystem and (2) delaying the data packet on the 
data network by the interface until the interface receives notification that all shared 
copies of the requested coherency unit have been invalidated. 

Hagersten teaches a method for performing a Read-to-own transaction but does 
not teach the exactly methodology as claimed by the presently drafted independent 
claims. 

Claims 20,22-27, and 36-42 are allowable as being dependent upon an allowable 
base claim.
